AD VIC Es from Bruſſels of the 6 Inſtant, 
N. S. ſay, His Highneſs Prince Eugene had re- 
ceived a Letter from Monſieur Torcy, wherein 
that Miniſter, after many Expreſſions of great 
Reſpe&, acquaints him, That his Maſter had ab- 
ſolutely refuſed to fign the Preliminaries to the 
Treaty which he had, in his Majeſty's Behalf, 
conſented to at the Hague. Upon the Receipt of 
this Intelligence, the Face of Things at that Place 
were immediately altered, and the neceflary Or. 
ders were tran{mitted to the Troops ( which lay 
meſt remote from thence) to move toward the 
Place of Rendezvous with all Expedition. The 
Enemy ſeems alſo to prepare for the Field, and 
have at preſent drawn together twenty-five Thou. 
fand Men in the Plains of Lenz. Marſhal Villan 
is at the Head of thoſe Troops; and has given 
the Generals under his Command all poſſible Af- 
ſurances, that he will turn the Fate of the War 
to the Advantage of his Maſter. 

THEY write from the Hague of the 75th, That 
Monſieur Rouille had received Orders from the 
Court of France, to ſigniſie to the States-General 
and the Miniſters of the High Allies, That the 
King could not conſent to the Preliminarics of 
a Treaty of Peace, as it was oftered to hin 
by Monfteur Torcy. The great Difhculty is the 
Buſineſs of Spain, on which Particular his Mini- 
Kers ſcem'd only to ſay, during the Treaty, that 
it was not ſo immediately under their Mafter's Di- 
rection, as that he could engage for its being re- 
linquiſhed by the Duke of Anon: But now he po- 
ſirively anſwers, That he cannot comply with 
what his Minifter has promiſed in his Behalf, even 
in fach Points as are wholly in himſelf, to a& in 
or not.
